Businesses 
given help 

by Victoria 


City businessmen 
recovering from the shock of 
hefty property assessment 
increases this year were 
tossed a small crumb of 
consolation by Mayor Peter 
Pollen on Monday. 

In his inaugural address to 
the New Year meeting of 
Victoria city council, Pollen 
announced a reduction of one- 
half per cent in the 1974 
business tax, from to 5 per 
cent. 

Even with the lower 
business tax rate, the city will 
still get an additional $85,000 
in revenue from that source 
this year (a total of $889,685, 
compared with $804,000 last 
year). 

Pollen suggested this 
amount be set aside in *a 
reserve fund "to assist in the 
financing of our long-awaited 
conference centre.” 

The city’s proposed action is 
in marked contrast to the 
situation in Vancouver, where 
businessmen have reeled 
from the double blow of a 
sharp rise in property 
assessments and an increase 
in the business tax from 8** to 
9'6 per cent. 

Pollen said recent changes 
in the Assessment 
Equalization Act, removing 
the 10 pec cent ceiling on 
assessment increases for 
commercial and industrial 
properties, have increased 
their share of the municipal 
tax load. 

While this was “equitable” 
and a welcome move from the 
point of view of the 
homeowner, it could work 
“serious hardships’’ on 
segments of the business 
community over the short 
term. 

“It is for this reason that 
this council has supported the

position that the provincial 
government should 
implement these increases in 
assessment in the commercial 
sector on a more gradual 
basis.

"This is most unfortunate, 
as I do believe it underlines a 
lack of fundamental un¬ 
derstanding by the provincial 
government of the necessity of 
nurturing and encouraging 
the business community of the 
province as an indispensible 
part of the structure of our 
society.” 

In a general glance at Uie 
city’s financial picture this 
year, the mayor admitted the 
balance sheet looks “most 
favorable." 

But he contented himself 
with the fairly cautions' 
prediction that “preliminary 
indications are there could be 
a reduction in taxes for a 
single-family dwelling owner 
in 1974.” 

He noted last year saw an 
increase in new assessments 
of nearly $80 million, which 
alone would generate over $2 
million in additional revenue. 
But, against that, the city’s 
provisional budget indicated 
an increase of about $1.2 
million in the general 
property tax levy. 

In his list of tasks for city 
council to tackle this year, 
Pollen placed high priority on 
studying the internal 
workings of City Hall itself. 

He said he is “anxious” to 
initiate an analysis of the city 
administration, “with a view 
to ensuring that it is organized 
in such a manner as to fulfil its 
responsibilities in the most 
efficient and economical 
manner possible.” 

He said the subject had 
already received the attention 
of city manager Jim Bramley, 
and would be discussed 
“extensively” by council in 
the ensuing months. 

After saying some polite 
words about the “dedicated 
and faithful” service of city 
employees. Pollen went on to 
indulge in heavy sarcasm as 
he referred to council’s 
responsibility in maintaining 
"a wholesome and en¬ 
thusiastic climate in which 
our employees may work and 
respond to the needs of the 
community.” 

"We must assure ourselves 
that, among other things, our 
staff is being adequately 
remunerated for its service,” 
he continued. 

"As a basis for assurance, I 
am happy to report for your 
benefit that the average 
salary and benefits paid to an 
employee between 1969 and 
1973, that is, over the last four 
years, has increased from 
$7,300 in 1969 to $10,400 in 1973, 
or 42.5 per cent.”

Barrett pledge: 
assessment aid 


Legislative action to 
provide relief for small 
businesses hard hit by huge 
assessment increases has 
been promised by Premier 
Dave Barrett. 

The promise came in the 
wake of protests as owners of 
undeveloped or commercial 
properties received their 1974 
assessment notices and. found 
increases of between $5 and 
250 per cent. 

“I am assuring people 
that we want them to stay in 
business," Barrett said. "We 
will bring out some method to 
ensure that any major in¬ 
crease in ‘axes will not be a 
deterrent for them to stay in 
business.”

Hardest hit by the increases 
were the owners of small 
businesses or undeveloped 
properties in the unorganized 
areas of B.C. as assessors 
were told this year to bring the 
assessments up to half of the 
market value of the proper¬ 
ties. 

The increases are the result 
of changes to the Assessment 
Equalization Act passed by 
the legislature last spring and 
rapidly rising property 
values. 

The amendments to the act 
lifted the 10 per cent a year 
limit on assessment increases 
on undeveloped and com¬ 
mercial land. The 10 per cent 
limit still applies to homes and 
farms. 

In previous years, 
assessments on small 
businesses and undeveloped 
land in unorganized areas was 
no more than 20 per cent of the 
market value. To bring the 
assessment up to the new level 
of 50 per cent of the market 
value, increases of 250 per 
cent were required in some 
cases 

Barrett advised those who 
have received assessment 
notices with large increases to 


appeal to the provincial 
assessment appeal board and 
await legislative action in the 
spring session, scheduled to 
open Jan 31 

Barrett Said increased 
assessments now being 
received throughout the 
province would not 
necessarily mean tax in¬ 
creases. The amount of tax 
increase will depend on the 
mill rates that are struck in 
various municipalities

Lum favors 
more views 
from public 


Mayor Ed Lum is moving 
Saanich closer to par¬ 
ticipatory democracy with 
plans to sponsor a monthly 
open council meeting for 
public discussion. 

In his inaugural address 
Monday, Lum said: 

"In order to make sure that 
the people do not lose that 
personal contract with their 
elected officials that 
guarantees true democracy, I 
will sponsor an open meeting 
on the first Thursday of each 
month from 2-4 p.m. at which 
time I hope concerned citizens 
will come and discuss the 
management of their 
municipality with the coun¬ 
cil.' 

It was the most noticeable 
departure from traditional 
local government in Greater 
Victoria. Normally, public 
presentations to council are 
strictly limited and are by 
arrangement. 

Lum faced council for the 
first time as mayor following 
his induction and that of new 
aldermen Joe Bourque and 
Mel Couvelier. 

Among highlights of his 
speech was a promise to urge 
the provincial government to 
ease up on property tax 
inequities caused by amend¬ 
ments to the Assessment 
Equalization Act. He would do 
this through the Union of B.C. 
Municipalities, he said. 

Underlying this step is the 
likely doubling or tripling of 
property tax on land which is 
potential residential building 
property by raising the level 
of assessment to 50 per cent of 
market value. 

The mayor said he would 
seek a way to build a second 
ice rink, one of the matters 
rejected by ratepayers in a 
combination recreation- 
capital works bylaw in 
November 

Lum said the ad¬ 
ministration must continue its 
study of the Saanich sewer 
system to plan for the next 
phase of development ac¬ 
cording to “sound planning 
principles rather than lack of 
sewer capacity.” 

He also cited the problem of 
storm drainage, the condition 
of roads, land redevelopment 
or opening of new lands to 
provide for population influx. 

Better service to the public 
will result if steps are taken to 
improve co-operation between 
service and planning 
departments, Lum said, 
adding he intends to ensure 
the public works department 
produces to optimum ability, 
by means of budgeting and 
supervision. 

"Many tasks will face this

administration in 1974—some 
are now under way and some 
are yet to be commenced. 

“Those in the on-going 
category include progress in 
the area of green belt 
acquisition, disposition of the 
light industrial park study, 
further study and 
enlargement of the sewer 
enterprise area, and, mo6t 
important, the continued up¬ 
dating of the Saanich master 
plan 

"It is my belief that this is a 
cornerstone upon which the 
municipality can proceed in a 
planned and orderly manner 
so that taxation may be 
controlled and provisions 
made for the influx of 
population and industry . . .” 

Lum noted that municipal 
assessment had risen to 
$178,953,000 from $153,810,000 
during the past year, in¬ 
dicating an increased ability 
to meet higher costs for 
library services, health, 
regional charges and sewer 
debt in 1974. 

As an example, of higher 
costs Lum gave the provincial 
takeover of social services 
effective last fall. Instead of 
bringing about lower 
municipal welfare costs, this 
has had the effect of raising 
the monthly per capita share 
to $1.20 instead of 96 cents, 
plus an annual per capita of 60 
cents.

Gaglardi 'error' rectified 


It was a big mistake to cal) 
the Simon Fraser University 
access road “Gaglardi Way" 
and the mistake has now been 
rectified, according to of¬ 
ficials of the provincial high¬ 
ways department 
Henceforth, the road will be 
known as Simon Fraser Way. 

The change, requested by 
Burnaby council, has been 
approved by the provincial 
highways department 
According to provincial 
officials the 2.12 mile road 
from Lougheed to the 


university was gazetted in 
1966 as Simon Fraser 
University Access Highway 
over the signature of P A. 
Gaglardi. 

In 1967, the section of the 
road inside the university was 
named Gaglardi Way by the 
SFU chancellor. Dr Gordon 
Shrum. 

As Burnaby council and the 
provincial highways depart¬ 
ment saw it. the road had two 
names and only one was of¬ 
ficial. 


The change was ordered to 
clear up the confusion and to 
restore the historically- 
correct name The change has 
nothing to do with Social 
Credit nor is it personally 
aimed at Phil Gaglardi. the 
former highways minister, a 
provincial highways depart¬ 
ment official said. 

In Vancouver. Gaglardi said 
the change “doesn't dismay 
me at all.” 

He said: “It just shows the 


chippiness of this pea picking 
government.” 

Gaglardi said the name 
change to Gaglardi Way was 
not his idea but was made by 
Shrum. 

He said the NDP govern¬ 
ment is “out to destroy every ■ 
vestige of anything that ■ 
reflects the past They can 
take my name off everything 
but they will never remove the 
imprint of the heritage I left 
(or the people of this 
province."

he sold some to friends.

Greater Victoria schools are 
not prepared to cope with a 
major earthquake, which 
seismologists predict is 
overdue for this area. 

A damaging tremor could 
hit "at any time,” according 
to Gary Rogers, who said the 
city is located in a major fault 
zone and "should have a 
damaging earthquake about 
once every 100 years.” 

Last major tremor to rock 
the area was in 1872. 

A poll of Greater Victoria 
school officials turned up few 
who were positive about the 


best course of action to take in 
the event of a quake. 

Many said they would follow 
normal fire drill procedure — 
one of the worst tacks 
possible. 

"I don’t want to run around 
like Chicken Little crying that 
the sky is falling,” said Terry 
Reksten, mother of a first 
grader, "but I would like to 
feel teachers know what to do. 
and then 1 could relax.” 

"I’ve been a school teacher, 
and I often wondered what I 
would do. because if the world 
starts to shake, and there are 
30 little pairs of eyes looking

at you, you have to do 
something.” 

Advice from the provincial 
Emergency Program is that 
teachers and students already 
in buildings should remain 
indoors, seeking protection 
from possible debris by 
getting underneath desks or 


tables, or bv getting under 
doorways or near inner walls. 

If students are outside, they 
should stay there, getting as 
far away as possible from 
possible flying debris from 
buildings. 

This information, according 
to program co-ordinator 


Lionel Hart, was passed along 
to Greater Victoria school 
board earlier this year, but 
not to Sooke or Saanich school 
boards. 

"We are hoping to get the 
regional board active in this 
matter.” said Hart. 

Victoria board building 


superintendent Sig Dietze said 
the instructions had been 
passed along to all school 
principals, although he agreed 
that earthquake drills as such 
are not held. 

"When it comes to fire drills 
the fire department people are 
always around prodding the 


schools." he said. "This 
doesn't happen with 
earthquake drills." 

Even though Victoria school 
principals have been given 
circular with earthquake 
instructions, not all are 
lamiliar with them 

Typical was Highrock 
junior high school principal 
Donald Macdonald who said: 
"V\e have had no instructions 
with regard to earthquakes." 

In the case of fire, said 
Macdonald, instructions are 
specific, and not only are 
drills carried out. but 


instructions are posted in 
every classroom. 

*1 suppose.” he said, "the 
thing to do would be to 
evacuate the building in the 
event of an earthquake." 

In Saanich school district. 
Claremont high sc hoc: 
principal Don McKinnon 
echoed his thoughts. 

"My guess is that the thing 
to do would be to evacuate the 
building as you would in the 
case of fire." he said. 

Hart said the emergent, 
program would make further 
efforts to get informations and 
awareness into schools.

ruled Friday that the 
developers spoke at length in 
support of the proposal and 
those opposing had been given 
every opportunity to voice 
their objections at public 
hearings.

In dismissing the ap¬ 
plication with costs, McKay 
said he needed to go no further 
than the Municipal Act itself, 
which provides "at the 
hearing all persons who deem 
their interest in property 
affected by the proposed 
bylaw shall be afforded an 
opportunity to be heard on 
matters contained in the 
bylaw.” 

In their application to have 
the bylaw quashed, the op¬ 
posing residents alleged that 
council acted in bad faith in 
refusing to discuss the project 
at public hearings, being 
prepared to listen pnly to 
submissions. 

This was the second time 
the residents had taken their 
case to the B.C. Supreme 
Court. Their earlier ap¬ 
plication was upheld and the 
original land-use contract 
declared invalid. 

The opposing residents fear 
the development will overtax 
utilities, create massive 
traffic snarls and destroy the 
ecology of the 500-acre site. 

Kingsview Properties 
proposes to subdivide into 
1,250 individual lots of 7,200 
square feet each. Eventually 
the project will house some 
10,000 residents. 

Minimum lot size permitted 
in the general area is two 
acres, with the exception of 
some parts that have piped-»n 
water. 

Nearly all the property 
involved was bought in 
November L972 for $265,000 on 
behalf of the developers. , 

The previous owner, 
Saanich doctor Reuben 
Matiko, had bought it in 1966 
for $79,000. 

An additional 1.46-acre lot, 
to give better access to Maple 
Bay Road, was bought by 
Kingsview for $10,000. 


smaller autos, both domestic 
and imported. 

However, if Victoria’s big- 
car dealers are worried about 
the situation, they are not 
letting on. 

While there is more profit in 
selling big cars, most dealers 
think they can offset any 
decrease in full-sized auto 
sales by increased sales of 
smaller cars like the Vega, 
Pinto, Dart, Valiant, Nova 
and Maverick. 

Sales of these domestic 
compacts and sub compacts 
have been hotting up in recent 
>ears independently of fears 
about energy shortages. 

Victoria is and always has 
oeen a small-car town and 
Victorians have never really 
been bitten with the image of 
huge, gleaming, chrome- 
ridden powerhouses. 

More than 60 per cent of 
Greater Victoria’s 90,000-plus 
passenger vehicles* are small 
cars. And, depending on 
where yon drefcr the line over 
what represents a "small" 
auto, the figure could be as 
high as 75 per cent. 

During the 11 months from 
January to November last 
year, there were 6,321 new 
passenger cars sold in Vic¬ 
toria according to latest sales 
figures computed by the 
Toronto company R. L. Polk. 

Of these, around half were 
smallish foreign imports. And 
while these imports have been 
losing ground to the domestic 
auto, the slack has been taken 
up by domestic compacts and 
sub-compacts. 

For example Victoria's best 
selling domestic cars last year 
for the ll-month period were 
Pintos, Valiants, Darts and 
Mavericks, with the General 
Motors compact and sub¬ 
compacts not far behind. 

Victoria’s big-car men find 
themselves already in gear 
for any further major switch 
to the economy car. 

Several sales managers, 
including Empress Pontiac 
Buick GMC’s Ed Lim, Cor¬ 
nell's new car sales manager 
Jack Bond, Ensign Chrysler 
Plymouth’s Doug Boden and 
National Motor’s Hank 
Hamann, claimed Victorians 
are being panicked into 
trading-in their safe, com¬ 
fortable full-sized cars by 
alarmist news reports. 


They said many people are 
losing hundreds of dollars in 
trade-ins to save a few pennies 
in gas. 

Others, like Douglas 
Volkswagen’s Ted Bowcott 
and a spokesman for Victoria 
Auto Dealers Association, 
said it is still too early to tell if 
there is a rush for small cars 
or whether it’s simply a 
continuing trend. 

DecemDer is traditionally a 
slack month for car sales and 
no real picture will emerge till 
early spring they said. 

The only general concern 
appeared to be the availability 
of small cars, with orders for 
new models now taking up to 
two months for delivery. 

While elsewhere in North 
America battle-lines are being 
drawn between the economy 
and maneouvrability of the 
small car. as against the 
safety and comfort of a full- 
sized auto, in Victoria the 
battle appears to have been 
won by the small car long ago.

Now that Victoria is experiencing a critical shortage of daily 
printed news it’s perhaps a good time to ask what we are 
missing. Or, putting it another way, what do we mean by news? 

Because of the way it’s presented — "I read it in the paper" — 
news is usually stamped with false authority and respectability. 

In theory, there is no reason why anyone can’t pick up a 
good story, print it on the nearest available scrap of paper, get a 
licence to sell it and, hey presto, it’s news. 

In fact, newspaper news is a fairly personal selection of 
words, facts, events or what-have-you and news reports can 
differ greatly depending on the reporter, editor or headline 
writer. 

Therefore, when a newsman claims to be presenting his 
reader with “objective news” or "just the facts”, it’s time to 
beware. 

News to the bread-and-butter newsman often means 
something that is readily available and easy to assimilate and 
reproduce in double-quick time. 

Often the most interesting stories fail to reach the breakfast 
table simply because a reporter wasn't there or because it was 
all too inacessible. 

For this reason, reporters tend to rely on politicians for 
their staple news. Politicians are always available, can be 
trusted for a quote at all times, don't often sue newspapers and 
like to please the reading community most of the time. 

This is one reason why the "news" politicians make - even 
though much of it is simply tedious self-advertising — occupies 
a great deal of the front page. 

Another reason for the heavy dose of political news is that

what politicians do or say can always be considered "serious” 
and "informative.” 

A puritanical streak seems to run through all of us which 
unconsciously says that news purporting to be serious is 
somehow more edifying than news (however informative) that 
has the taint of being entertaining. 

Sports stories, human interest stories and the purveyors of 
not-so-obviously-edifying information get banished to the back 
pages along with the comics — where they are avidly read. 

The idea seems to have got around that words — to which all 
news is servant — are simply efficient counters conveying 
bloodless packaged conformation. But words, bless their hearts, 
are not. 

They have a long pedigree and like to convey feelings and 
shades of meaning as well as facts, they are as much expressive 
as informational. 

The richness of any culture — or individuals — is apparent 
in its or their expressive and economical use of words, whether 
in "serious” or "humorous” vein. 

The danger of an overdose of so-called sei ious, politically- 
oriented news is not simply that it is boring for even the most 
ardent political clubbist. but that it can be downright 
misleading. 

Not only does it deny that man is not just a political animal 
but the political jargon used is more often than not a misuse of 
words. 

The politican may sound more impressive saying, "At this 
point in time I feel any statement would be premature," when 
he means. “I’m not going to answer your question.” But he is 
not being more honest. 

It might be a good exercise — informative and entertaining 
- to examine the words and the news you are or were - 
reading in your newspaper 

You might find much of it is simply propaganda for 
someone or something. 


Drunken brawl total 


A Victoria woman died in 
hospital Dec. 7 from internal 
injuries sustained in a 
"fracas” with the man she 
had been living with for five 
years, a coroner’s jury has 
found. 

Joan Patricia Elliott, 46, of 
337 Henry Street, died after a 
fight with Stanley Edwin 
McLean, of the same address, 
in which "they were both so 
drunk . . . they didn’t know 
what they were doing." 

The coroner's jury found 
McLean assaulted Mrs. Elliott 
causing bodily harm resulting 
in death. A report on the 
inquest has been sent to the 
provincial attorney-general's 
department. 

McLean, testifying under 


protection of the Canada and 
B.C. Evidence Acts, said the 
trouble started when he and 
Mrs. Elliott arrived home 
from the Tally Ho beer parlor 
on the evening of Nov. 6 

Mrs. Elliott was "in a 
sarcastic, miserable mood," 
McLean testified, and when he 
got home he went to his 
bedroom, closed the door and 
went to bed. 

Mrs. Elliott started 
"screaming and hollering and 

I got up and put the dresser 
against the door," McLean 
said, but then “she started 
beating and screaming 
against the door." 

McLean said he didn't have 
any clothes on and didn’t want 
to oDen the door because one 


of Mrs. Elliott's children was 
in the other room. The woman 
forced her way through the 
doorway and "that’s why she 
got caught in the door, ' 
McLean told f the jury. 

McLean said he tried to 
phone the police, but Mrs. 
Elliott ripped the phone out of 
his hand and then hit him over 
the head with the receiver. 
During the telephone scuffle. 
McLean said he "landed on 
top of her with my knees on 
her." 

Teresa Andre, 9. Mrs. 
Elliott's daughter who was 
living with the couple at the 
time of the fight, said her 
mother and McLean had 
fought in the past. 


“Mom went back and tried 
(to get into McLean’s room» 
but could not,” Teresa said. 
But then her mother did get 
through the doorway and "got 
caught between the door by 
the waist." 

"They were both drunk and 


they didn’t know what they 
were doing," Teresa told the 
jury. 

McLean testified he took 
Mrs. Elliott to Victoria 
General Hospital two 'days 
after the fight. She died there 
almost a month later

A 1974 provisional budget 
nearly $2 million greater than 
actual spending last year was 
filed by the municipal comp¬ 
troller at Saanich council's 
first meeting of the year 
Ntonday. 

Revenues, balanced by an 
equal amount of spending, 
would total $20.7 million 
compared with an actual 
.budget in 1973 of $18.7 million.

Constitutional showdown 
shapes up over tapes 



Nixon 


WASHINGTON-The long 
predicted constitutional 
.showdown is shaping up over 
the Wastergate tapes and it 
may go all the way to the U.S. 
Supreme Court to decide the 
power struggle between 
Congress and the nresidenrv 

The battle lines were drawn 
on the weekend when 
President Richard Nixon 
refused to comply with Senate 
Watergate Committee 
subpoenas to surrender 
several hundred White House 
documents and 500 taped 
conversations. 

His refusal brought a vow 
from Committee chairman 
Senator Sam Ervin that he 
would go to court to get the 
tapes and documents. 

Nixon used strong language 
in his letter of refusal to 
Ervin. 

“I can only view your 
subpoenas as an overt attempt 
to intrude into the executive to 
a degree that constitutes an 


unconstitutional usurpation of 
power,’’ Nixon wrote. 

Replies Ervin: 

•’There is nothing in the 
constition that gives the 
president any power to 
withold from an authorized 
congressional committee 
evidence relating to campaign 
activities or evidence of 
criminal wrongdoings by his 
aides.’’ 

Anticipating Nixon's 
refusal. Rufus Edminsten, 
deputy counsel for the senate 
committee, predicted the 
committee would back down 
in its demands and seek only 
essential subpoenas. 

But a high administration 
official indicated Nixon would 
still refuse. 

In rejecting the committee's 
demands, Nixon said he did so 
‘‘to protect the fundamental 
structure of our government 
— the three separate but equal 
branches.” 

“In the current 


environment." Nixon added, 
’there may be some attempt 
to distort my position as only 
an effort to withhold 

information, but I take this 
position to protect the office 
as the utmost con¬ 
stitutional importance.’’ 

Nixon's letter was released 
at the same time as a White 
House announcement that the 
president was shaking up his 
Watergate legal staff, 
criticized recently by press 
secretary Ronald Ziegler as 
having made some mistakes 
which Ziegler attributed to 
overwork. 

James St. Clair, 53. a Boston 
legal expert who lectures at 
Harvard University, has been 
named chief of the Watergate 
staff. J. Fred Buzhardt. who 
has headed the Nixon legal 
team, has been shifted to the 
post of counsel to Nixon while 
lawyer Leonard Garment was 
named assistant to the 
president. 


OTTAWA - Supply and 
pricing of national energy 
supplies will strain Canadian 
unity to the full at the federal- 
provincial conference later 
this month. Finance Minister 
John Turner predicted. 

The energy crisis, and 
friction between Ottawa and 
the provinces over fuel 
priorities, could lead to a call 
for an election this year. 
Turner said, but added tl^at 
that would be up to the 
Prime Minister to decide.

Grisly sea hunt 


The provincial government 
has issued a glowing forecast 
about the prospects for the 
economy this year, but in¬ 
dustry leaders do not share 
the government’s optimism. 

Provincial minister of in¬ 
dustrial development, trade 
and commerce, Gary Lauk, 
said the gross provincial 
product this year will surpass 
the record $13.8 billion of 1973, 
although the 1974 growth rate 
would be somewhat lower 
than last year’s rate of 16 per 
cent. 

Lauk said capital in¬ 
vestment in the province 
would be up 26 per cent this 
year, compared with an in¬ 
crease of 19.3 per cent last 
year. He predicted the forest 
industry would spend about 
$500 million in plant expansion 
this year. 

Gordon Draeseke, president 
of the Council of Forest In¬ 
dustries, immediately con¬ 
tradicted the statement. * 

Draeseke said it was in¬ 
conceivable the industry could 
expand that much this year 
because there was no new 
project under way and no 
announcement of expansion. 

Except for some new mills 
in the northwest section of the 
province associated with 
expansion of the British 
Columbia Railway, there is no 
sign of expansion in the in¬ 
dustry, Draeseke said. 

He noted that forest in¬ 
dustry expansion reached a 
record high of $344 million in 
1971, fell to $311 million in 1972 
and would probably total $300 
million in 1973. This was much 
lower than it should be in view 
of the buoyant state of the 
market in 1973, he said. 

Several mining company 
officials have also issued 
pessimistic statements, 
saying the province is heading 
for long term trouble because 
government policies are not 
encouraging development and 
exploration. 

l-auk said the government is 
expecting a surge of mineral 
exploration after new export 
royalty rates are announced 
by the government this spring 
and uncertainty is ended for 
the industry. 

Lauk and industry 
spokesmen agreed on two 
fronts, however. All forecasts 
for 1974 have to be made 
cautiously because major 
labor contracts expire during 
, the next 11 months and 
! because of the uncertain ef¬ 
fects of the energy crisis. 

Lauk said prolonged labor 
! stoppages this year could 
hinder the economy and result 
in zero growth. 

Lauk urged both sides to 
begin negotiations right away 
and head off difficulties when 
contracts expire. 

This year more than 400 
major contracts are being 
renegotiated covering over 
185,000 employees. 

Construction and forest 
negotiations have usually led 
to work stoppages every two 
years.

About two-thirds of 
the gain was due to the forest 
industries where lumber, 
pulp, paper and other wood 
products all had record or 
near-record years for price 
and volume. 

Mineral production was up 
strongly and B.C. had its first 
$1 billion year in the mining 
industry.

Advertising its 1974 property 
tax prepayment premium 
produced a bonanza in first- 
day receipts for Saanich. 
More than double the 
previous Jan. 2 over-the- 
counter payment of taxes was 
registered, reports collector 
Ken Middleton, who noted 
newspaper advertising was 
used this time, unlike a year 
ago 

Middleton said $135,000 was 
paid into the municipal 
treasury against 1974 property 
taxes, for which billing will 
not go out until May. Last year 


on the same day $56,500 was 
taken in. 

The prepayment plan pays 
7'* per cent per annum 
interest on sums deposited tor 
the six-month period to June 
30. when taxes are due. At 
least $5 must be paid, but not 
more than about 95 per cent of 
the previous year’s net taxes. 

Middleton said he could not 
fully account for the surge of 
popularity, but he felt ‘ there 
is more money around than 
people think.” 


Also, this year, there is not 
the same inducement to 
taxpayers seeking a larger 
interest rate than they can get 
at the bank, although the 74 
per cent is generally better 
than can be gained com¬ 
mercially. A year ago the 
interest spread was somewhat 
greater. 

Pre-paid taxes enable the 
municipality to spend money 
on operations for which bank 
loans would otherwise be 
required.

The rescue centre dispatched 
a helicopter from Comox and 
the three, “generally healthy 
but extremely cold,” were 
picked up, said the 
spokesman. 

They were taken to St. 
Joseph’s Hospital in Comox 
and treated for exposure.

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New capital-punishment law: 
first trial set for Victoria court 


Computer 
predicts 
oil spills 

A sophisticated computer 
model being developed by 
Canadian and American 
oceanographers will even¬ 
tually be able to predict on 
which shore an oil spill will 
wash up. 

The computer program at 
the University of B C records 
tide levels, current directions 
and strength of flow of water 
around southern Vancouver 
Island every five minutes. 

Information is gathered 
from 60 meters placed at 
various depths in key 
locations last year. 

Scientists can get accurate 
predictions of tide and 
currents in the area by 
feeding the data into a com¬ 
puter. 

The computer model was 
used in an oil spill in 1972 at 
the Atlantic Richfield refinery 
at Cherry Point, Wash, which 
drifted into Rosario Strait 

The computer gave “pretty 
good forecasts" of where the 
oil was headed, said Sid 
Wigen, a department of the 
environment scientist in¬ 
volved in the program. 


What may be the first trial 
in Canada under the nation's 
new capital-punishment law 
will begin Thursday. 

Retired Saanich builder 
Clifford fcarle Clark, 66, will 
stand trial before a judge and 
jury on a charge of murder 
punishable by imprisonment 
for life-a charge that only 
became part of Canadian law 
on New Year’s Day. 

Clark originally was 
charged Sept. 10 with at¬ 
tempted murder following a 
shooting incident earlier that 
day at Hillside Plaza parking 
lot which wounded Saanich 
resident Mrs. Freda Helen 
Eveleigh, 56. 

She died in hospital Sept. 21 
and Clark then was charged 
with capital murder His 
preliminary hearing before 
Judge William Ostler in 
Victoria provincial court took 
five days in December and 
extended to a sixth late last 
week. 

By then, Ottawa had 
proclaimed the new law which 
provides two kinds of murder 


charges—murder punishable 
by death in cases where 
policemen or prison guards 
are slain or murder 
punishable by imprisonment 
for life in all other cases. 

The law makes these 
changes retroactive to Dec. 
29, 1972, final day of Canada’s 
former five-year test ban on 
capital punishment except for 
killers of police or prison 
guards—a period in which no 
one was hanged for murder. 

Defence lawyer Cecil 
Branson advised Ostler of the 
change and said he and 
prosecutor Peter Birkett had 
agreed to a higher-court trial 
on the new charge if the judge 
approved. He did. 

All scheduled witnesses did 
not testify during the six days 
of pie hearing but Branson 
agreed to wa.ve the rest. This 
allowed a start of the Supreme 
Court trial on schedule 
Thursday. Seven full court 
days have been set aside for 
the trial. 

Publication or broadcast of 
evidence given during the 


hearing was prohibited by an 
order given by Ostler at 
Brandon's request. 

CoilPt sources said they 
thought the Clark trial was the 
first in Canada under the new 
law. They also said its 
retroactive nature might 
affect some Canadians con¬ 
victed last year of copital 
murder but added there were 
no such convictions in Vic¬ 
toria. 

One Victoria man was tried 
on a charge of capital murder 
but was convicted of non¬ 
capital murder, the 
equivalent of the charge 
against Clark, and was sen¬ 
tenced to life in prison.
